Another erganization. known as the 
Spiritual Phenomena Association was 
born April 7, 1591, and after a year's ex- 
isteucc in an unobstrusive yet fraternal 
way, has just died. It was projected on 
the idea that as phenomena was the 
foundation, an organization on this basis 
was a primary need; that the working 
medium ueeded conditions and legal 
protectiou, wbich could be only thus 
given, and with the hope that enough 
persons among thousands of Spiritual- 
ists here had the missionary spirit to 
sustain the very small expense incurred. 
It was in vain. The societies opposed 
iton the ground that it offered other 
channels for the expenditure of the peo- 
ple's money, which would thus weaken 
them and their worh, Tle mediums 
feared rivalry and that the money paid 
would thus go to strangers instead of 
to them. The public, though ready 
enough to obtain that which they could 
not get elsewhere, yet would invest no 
time, effort, or expense in what could 
ouly through such prelimiuary work 
bring it here. Duriug its brief exist- 
ence it did much through the work of 
its mediums toward making what is 
now the present status of Spiritualism 
in this city, It has been believed here 
that Spiritualists themselves were 
ashamed of their phenomena, but the 
bold act of incorporation of an orgauiza- 
tion for the avowed purpose of its pre- 
sentation has done more toward com- 
mauding the respect of the community 
than a long time of previous ordinary 
effort. We have stood lower in public
